REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims are allowed because nothing in the art teaches or suggests an exchanger 
(or a refrigeration system including an exchanger) having at least one tube with 
multiple discrete flow paths defined therein connected to a header via a 
connector that has plural spaced, serially disposed restriction ports formed 
therein. The closest available art shows multiple path tubes connected to a 
header via a single restriction (Hughes, Martins) and also shows connectors 
connecting single passage tubes to a header that incorporate a single port 
restrictor (Cardwell), and also show multiple port restrictors employed to 
reduce corrosion in selected tubes of nuclear steam generators (Fletcher et al), 
but nothing would suggest the incorporation of the restrictor of Fletcher et al. 
in a multibore tube heat exchanger.
